Tmmedtately following his ap- 
pointment Commeadore Hopkins (the frat 
and only commander-inchief the navy 
ever had) set sail from Rhode Istarnict in 
that colony’s anned vessel Aafy and ar- 
rived in the Delawyre River on December

PAUL JONES PRAISES THE TLAG 


The manner in which that command 
was assumed is of signal importance, in 


that the ceremony tarked the hoisting of 


the first truly American flag. And the 
distinction of having released the banner 
to the breeze belongs to that daring spirit, 
Jolm Panl Jones; one of the chief among 
heroes in the hearts.of American nival 
alficers and enmen, Jones, at that time 
senior litutenant (corresponding to exee- 
utive officer in the navy today) of Hop- 
kins’ Hagship, the Alfred, in a letter to 
“the United States Minister of Marine, 
Hon. Robert Morris.” preserved in the 


Library of Conpress, thus destrites the 
historic event: 

“It was my fortune. as the senior of 
the tret Lacutenunts, to hoist siveelf the 
Flagiof Anterica (1 chose to do tt with 
iriv own hands) the first time it was dis- 
Played. Though this was but a slight 
Circumstance, yet f feel for its MHoner, 
more than | think I should have done, ii 
Hohad net happened.” A line ts drawn 
through the words in parentheses and the 
word “myself” has been inserted, 

This was the flag (fy) which ‘after. 
ward Agured so extensively in the litera- 
ture of the dav as the Congress Colors. 
irom the fact thot wt first floated over the 
havy controlled! by Congress, Also lenown 
aa the Grand Union Flag and. the First 
wavy Ensign, it was the Colonial stand- 
ant trom that day wotil it was superseded 
by the Stars anil Stripes, in i777: It 
comssted of thirteen stripes, alternately 
red and white, typifving the thirteen cola- 
nics, with a unton bearing the crosses of 
st George and St. Andrew combed 
(the national flag of Great Brimin, 961) 
and sipmifying the Mother Country, 

There has been much conftaion about

the flags which were displayed on the 
Aifred ou that historic December day. 
The statement is often made, and eor 
rectly, that Commodore Hopkins hotsted 
the Gadsden flag (go8)—a dact which 
tiipresses some historians as a contradic 
tion of John Paul Jones’ assertion. Ret- 
erence to naval usage, both of that day 
and of this, however, clarifies the sip- 
posed discrepancy. Flagships display 
three flags—the ensign, flown at the 
stern; the flag of the commanding officer, 
displayed at the mainmast; and the pack, 
which fies friim the jackstaff ait the bow, 

The Gadsden flag (of vellow silk and 
bearing a coiled rattlesnake with the 
motto “Don't ‘Tread on Me”), ‘used on 
the Alfred as the flag of the commodore 
commanding the fleet, was presented Feb- 
ruury 8, 1776, to the Congress by Call. 
Christopher Gadsden, a delegate from 
South Carolina to the Continental body 
antl one af the edcammittee of three ap- 
pointed an October ta, res, to report on 
the fitting out of two armed vessels. 
When that report was made, two weeks 
later, Colonel Gadsden was one of » com- 
mittee of seven appointed to hit out four 
armicd vessels. | 

The jack displaved on the Alfred on 
this occasion was-a small, nearly acquire 
flag of thirteen alternate red andl white 
stripes, tearing a crawling rattlesnake 
wit rhe legend “Don't Tread on Me” 
leneath it (365). 


CESSORSILIY IN REVOLUTIONARY TIMES 


No mention of the ceremony of Com- 
modore Hopkins’ assumption of com- 
mand of the littl Contmental fleet ts to 
be found in the Philadelphia newspapers 
of that period. Indeed, the silence of the 
colonial press “about the eight vessels 
fitted! out; offcered, manned, and sent to 
sci was as complete as was that of the 
American press if igt7, when Genera] 
Pershing’s expeditionary force embarked 
for the felds of France, 

The intelligence reports to the British 
Admiralty were very explicit comeerning 
the event, however.. In minutest detail 
these teports described the ships of the 
fleet, how they were painted, the number 
of guns, officers, and mien—all accurately 
supplied by the enemy's secret-service

agents in the colonies. For example, the 
following report, under date af january 
4, 1776, was sent from Philadelphia: 

“This day, about one o'clock, sailecl the 
thip lifred and the ship Columbus with 
two brigs. sllfred carnes 30 muns, 4) and 
r2 pératiders; 60 marines and about 200 
sailors, Célwmdus about the same num- 
her of men and 32 guns. The two brigs 
carry 16 guns, They sailed) with five or 
six merchant ships loaded with four from 
the Congress. Topkins commands the 
Alfred. She has yellow sides, her head 
the figure of aman, English colours, bat 
nore striped. The Colwmbusts all black, 
except white bottom, with to head. Com- 
manded by ane Whipple.” 


HOSTING THE GRAND UNION FLAG AT 
CAM NELIGE 


One month after its baptism in the 
breezes, from the stett of the flfred, the 
Graml Union Flag (364) was ritsed at 
Cambridge, Mnss..°on the very day that 
the Continental Anny ‘begun its ofc] 
existence—January 2, 1776—arn) General 
Washington 3 wuthority for the explana- 
(ion that it was displayed “out of eonpli- 
ment to the United Colonies.” It wits 
two chives after this event that Washing- 
ton wrote to bits mmittary sceretary, Joseph 
Reed, through whom he kept in touch 
with affairs at Pivthidelphia : 

“We are at length favored with the 
sight of His Majesty's most gracious 
speech, breathing sentiments of tender- 
ness and compassion for his deluded 
American subjects; the speech 1 send you 
(a yolume of them was sent out by the 
Boston gentry), and, farcical enough, we 
mive great jor to them without knowing 
or intending it, for.on that day (January 
2) which gave being to our new army, 


but before the proclamatitm came to 


hand, we hoisted the union flag in com- 
fiment to the United Colonies, But be- 
hol! itwas received at Boston as a token 
of the deep impression the speech had 
mide upon us-and asa signal of submis- 
sion. By this time | presume they begin 
to think it strange that we have not made 
formal surrender of our lines.”

“Preste Jean roles over very great lands ane 
many cities of Christians But they are ne- 
Kroes: ae to their skins and burn the sign of 
the cross with fire In recognition of batters, 
But although these men are negroes they are 
still men of intelligence, with good trnins, and

black and white copper plates, with the 
letters RO fred), W (white), ¥ (yellow), 
ete, chiseled out to indicate the colors.

rFAILE there js no federal law 
in foree pertaining to the man- 
ner of tlisplaying, hanging, or 
saluting the United States flag, or pre- 
scriting any ceremonies that shoyld be 
observed, there are many regulations and 
uisiges of tational foree bearing on the 
subject. 

In raising the flag tt should never: be 
rolled up and hoisted to the top of the 
staff before unfurling, Instead, the. fiy 
should be free during the act of hotst- 
ing, which should be done quickly, It 
shoul be taken in slowly and with dig- 
nity. Ip shoul: not be allowed to touch 
the ground on shore, or the deck of a 
ship, nor should it be permitted to trad 
in the water or in the dust. It should 
not be hung where it can be eontam- 
nated «or soiled easily, or driped over 
chairs or benches for seating purposes, 
and no object or emblem of ‘any kind 
should be placed upon it or above rt. 

A.common but regrettable practice at 
public meetings is to drape the flag like a 
tablecloth over the speaker's table and 
then to place on the flag a pitcher of tre 
water, flowers, hooks, etc. Another 
equally careless practice, and, unfortu- 

nately, quite common, is to tie <mall 
United States flags to the bottom of a 





stage curtain; when the curtain 15 rarsed 
the f flnos are Lifted aloft and are effect- 
ively displaved, hut when the curtain is 


lowered, sa that the stage scenes may be 
shifted, the flags trail in the dust of the 

Stage Hoar, 

‘The flag ¢hould not be festooned over 
dourways or arches. Always let the fag 
hang straight, Do not tie it in a bow 
knot. Where colors are desred for dec- 
erubew purposes, use red, while, and ble 
bsenting. 

The flag should not be hotsted upstde 
down, other than as a signal of distress 
at sea, when it may, if necessary to ac- 
centuate the slistress umd make it easily 
recopnized at on dlistanee, be knotted in 
the middie of tts length, forming what 
is cilled a “weft.” 


International wage forbids the display. 
of the flag of one nation above that of 
any other with which it is at peace, Such 
at act a considered an insult in times of 
peace, and 1s always: followed by a de- 
mand for an explanation anc apology. 
When the flags of two or more nations 
are displayed, they showid be on separate 
stiffs, or on separate halyards of equal 
size and on the same level. 

The flag should never he mised or low- 
ered by any mechamied! appliance. 

When the national colors are passing 
on farade, or in review, the spectator 
should, if walking, halt, and if sitting, 
arise amd stand at attention and uncover. 

When flags are wed in unveiling a 
statue or monument they should not be 
allowed to fall te the ground, lat should 
he carried aloft ta wave out, forming a 
(distinctive Teature during the remainder 
of the ceremony. 

Where the national flag is displayed 
with Staite or other flugs, it should be 
given the place of honor on the right. 
Its use should be confined as. much ns 
sossthle to its display upon the staff. 

Vhere used as 2 banner, the union should 
fiy to the north in streets running cast 
and west, aml to the cast in streets 
running north and south, 

Old, faded, or worn-out flage should 
not be used for bannacrs or other second- 
ary Purposes. 

When no longer fit for display, the flag 
should be destroyed privately, preferably 
ly hurting: or other toethods lacking the 
sumpestion of irreverence or disrespect. 

Over only three buildings in Amenca 
docs the national flag fly officially night 
and day continucisly—over the enet ane 
west fronts of the National Capitol 
and over the adjacent House of Repre- 
sentatives and Senate Office Buildings. 
The two emblems over the Capitol 
(storm-flag size) are replaced every: six
